Twelve reasonable men guided 
by intelligence and conscience, faith- 
fully obeying the injunctions of Judge 
Fitzgerald’s charge, it seems to. us, 
could not have failed to agree upon 
some verdict that should have put this 
depraved prisoner where he would 
never more be a menace to private mor- 
als or human life. <A _ conscientious 
juror has a right to his opinions, but it 
is a right to be exercised with reason, 
with candor, and with regard to the 
public interest. 

“The work must be done again, new 
cost incurred, the revolting mess stirred 
anew and perhaps with no greater 
probability of definite result. It is 
shameful and scandalous.”’ 

The Sun closes a tWo-column review

ner. Itis said that the Smotherses were 
tiled to a tree and guns leveled, pre- 
paratory to shooting them, when oth- 
ers of the crowd interfered. 

Following this, it is alleged, a void 


was taken to hang the prisoners to a | 


tree, and the plan for ending their lives 
in this manner speedily carried out. A 
noose was tied around their necks, the 
nope thrown over a tree limb and they 
were pulled clear ef the ground. They 
were let down a.most immediately, how- 
ever. 

The next plan to rid the community 
of the trio, which was suggested by an- 
Other of the crowd, was to drown them 
in the Missouri River. Accordingly, all 
three were taken to the river's edge 
and prepurations made to throw them 
in. It was here decided: by the cooler 
meinbers of the mob that the best plan 
was to give them a severe flogging. It 
is declared by some of the mob that the 
proposals to shoot, hang or drown the 
prisoners were made merely to intimi- 
date them and make them confess their 
crimes. After being whipped, both 
Smothers and his two sons confessed 
to immora' relations with the 14-year- 
old girl. They also admitted having in- 
vited other men to see the girl. 

Paid No Heeds to Threats. 

The first reports of the conditions in 
the Smothers home at 10:30 o’clock.They 
a short time ago. The citizens of Boon- 
ville were very indignant and many 
threats were made against the three. 
The Smotherses, however, refused to 
heed the many warnings. 

The mob which flogged the men was 
composed of some of the most promi- 
nent persons in the town. There was 
no concealment of the whipping and 
the crowd was as orderly as a squad of 
deputy sheriffs. 

Forty determined men gathered near 
the Smothers home at 10:30 o'clock. They 
were all armed and prepared to use 
their weapons if necessary to accom- 
plish their purpose. The door of the 
Smothers’ house was broken down and 
the men rushed in. 

Smothers and the two boys were both 
in bed. Commanding them to get up 
and dress, the leaders of the mob tied 
a rope around the father’s neck and 
then tled the boys to him. 

The trio were first taken to a pasture 
near the Kemper Military Academy, 
where a discussion, said to have been 
held for the purpose of intimidating the 
prisoners, was held, as to what was 
best to do with the three. 

It was here that it was successively 
decided to shoot, hang or drown them. 
Then they were taken to the river and, 
after being threatened with drowning, 
were finally tied to trees and flogged 
till the marks of the whips could: be 
seen on their bodies and their backs 
began to bleed. 

All Confessed to Crimes. 

It was after this flogging that the two 
boys confessed to having invited other 
men to visit their sister, saying they 
hed taken the former's money for their 


own use. The father here, too, con- 
fessed his relations with his daughter. 

After making these confessions the 
prisoners were carried across the Mis- 
sourl, Kansas & Texas Railroad bridge 
into Howard County, where they were 
again beaten, rawhides being applied to 
their backs uratil blood ran down and 
filled their shoes. 

Then they were released and, after a 
warning never to show their faces in the 
county again, were permitted to de- 
part. They were told that if they were 
ever seen here again they would be 
hanged without warning. 

So quietly was the whipping conduct- 
ed and so well was the secret kept that 
it was late yesterday when it finally 
became known what had happened. 
Even then it was at first considered a 
joke by all who heard it. Upon learning 
the truth, however, the people general- 
ly approved the action of the white- 
cappers. 

One Daughter in Penitentiary. 

The .mothers family consists of James 
Smothers, his wife, three sons and two 
daughters, one of whom is grown, and 
three younger children. The elder 
daughter was recently sent to the Pen- 
itentiary for larceny, and the mother 
deserted the family some time ago. 

The younger of the three sons, aged 
about 15 years escaped from the mob 
Thursday night by jumping out of a 
segond-story window. He was seen in 
Boonville yesterday and ordered to 
leave town. Nothing has been heard 
of him ‘since. 

The 14-year-old girl was sent to the 
Good Shepherd's Home in St. Louis last 
night and the three younger children 
were taken to St. Louis this morning, 
where thev will be placed in the care 
of the Children’s Home Society.

Juror Steele went on to say that 
some little time after this episode some 
of the jurors had a talk with Pfaff, as 
a result of which he came over and 
manifested a disposition to apologize 
Juror Steele said he told his fellow 
juror: 

“If you mean it, it is all right: but if 
you don’t——’”’ 

Well, at this point Juror Steele again 
expressed his provisional opinion of 
Juror Pfaff. 

‘IT have not any use,"’ said Mr. Steele 
last night, for a man who puts one 
hand on the Lord's prayer and dishes 
out murder in the first degree with the 
other.’’ 

Mr. Steele went on to discuss the evi- 
dence in the case at some length. He 
said that he was much impressed_ by 
the fact that after Evelyn Thaw had 
been kept from the stanu four or five 
days after her direct testimony she was 
recalled and under tne sharpest cross- 
examination that the District Attorney 
could devise she told the same story, 
without a flaw. This, said Mr. Steele, 
convinced him that she was telling the 
truth and he thought it had the same 
effect on the other jurors who voted for 
acquittal. He also was disposed to lay 
special weight on the testimony of 
Doctors Evans and Wagner because 
they had examined Thaw physically in 
‘he Tombs not very long after the 
nurder. 

Jerome Out-Talked Delmas. 


Another juror said that Mr. Jerome's 
address had made a much greater im- 
pression upon the jury than that of 
Mr. Delmas, but he believed that both 
pleas might just “as well have been 
omitted, so far as any practical result 
went. The same juror declared that 
the Hummel affidavit did not affect the 
result in the slightest and that they 
had strictly obeyed the instructions of 
the Court to disregard the question of 
the character of Stanford White or that 
of Evelyn Thaw, except in so far as it 
affected her creditability. This juror 
said he only got four hours’ sleep in the 
two days the jury was out. He spent 
those four hgurs on a table, and he 
gives it as his unanimous verdict that 
tables are hard. 

Mr. Steele's description of the stormy 
scenes in the jury room is more or less 
borne out by the statement of stil] an- 
other juror. When asked if the jury 
parted amicably he replied: “I am sorry 
to say we did not. There wags con- 
siderable hard feeling during the last 
few hours of our session, and |] regret 
that some of us went away feeling 
pretty sure. I hope, when we have been 
thoroughly rested and have had plenty 
of sleep that these feelings of animosity 
will wear off.’ ; 

This same juror said that in the jn- 
terests of peace it had been agreed 
that the jury should meet next week— 
Saturday night—for a dinner aft the 
Broadway Central. This is the hote] 
where the jurors have taken alj the 
meals which they took as a body oute 
side of the jury room. 

Hut the troubles of the jurors were 
no more exciting than the prospective 
row between Thaw's counsel, The ma. 
jority are putting all the blame for a 
mistrial on Mr. Delmas, He threw a 
few brieks during the earlier rows he. 
tween the lawyers and won out, but HS 
the defense came to such a disastrous 
ending these lawyers are making him 
earry al’ the burden. 

“Mr. Delnas was responsible for the 
disagreement of tne Thaw jury,” cried 
Lawyer Gleason today. “he pleaded 
‘dementia Americana,” which is 








un- 


known in this jurisdiction, instead of 
going to the jury with the agreed-upon 
defense—that this defendant was insane, 
which he was, when he shot and killed 
Stanford White.”’ ‘ 

There was a split in the ranks of 
Tnaw’s array of lawyers immediately 
after the foreman of the jury announced 
that an agreement was impossible. This 
morning A. Russell Peabody and Daniel 
O’ Rielly will call upon the prisoner in 
the Tombs and arrange for the defense 
in a secona trial. 

Application for the admission of Thaw 
to bail will be made before a Supreme 
Court justice, but it is said that whether 
granted or denied, no further action 
will be taken either by D. M. Delmas, 
the senior counsel, or by Clifford W. 
Hartridge, who was first retained, and 
who was authorized to retain the other 
lawyers. Nor will any further effort in 
behalf of Thaw be maue by John B. 
Gleason, who made the opening ad- 
dress and conducted the examination 
of Dr. Wiley, the first witness, whose 
testimony was so riddled by the Dis- 
trict Attorney that he retired. 

Mr. Delmas does not confirm this. He 
said: “I have not withdrawn from the 
case, and have no reason to believe that 
Mr. Hartridge or Mr. Gleason has. 
know nothing more about the disagree- 
ment of the jury than the general pub- 
lic does. It is too early to discuss plans 
for the future.”’ : 

“It is my opinion,’ said Mr. Gleason, 
“that if Thaw had been tried on the 
lines which I laid down he would have 
been acquitted. There would have been 
no failure to reach a judgment. All 
the experts of the. District Attorney 
agreed that Thaw was incurably in- 
sane at the time of the commission 
of the act. We did not believe he was 
in an abnormal mental condition as 
the District Attorney's experts proved 
him to be. j 

Says Delmas Blundeved, 

- “Mr. Delmas in his address to the 
jury, omitted to contend that Thaw was 
crazy When he killed Stanford White. 
That was the only possible defense 
that could be offered. But instead of 
offering it and proving by the evidence 
that the defendant was crazy, Mr. Del- 
mas abandoned the whole line of de- 
fense. He had been instructed by his 
associates as to the course to pursue, 
but he chose to disregard them. He 
did not appeal to the jury to consider 
the defendant’s mental condition at 
the time the crime was committed, but 
depended on what was to all intents a 
plea of justification. 

“I repeat that if the defense had been 
conducted on the rational, legal, com- 
mon sense view that this young man 
was a lunatic when he killed White, 
the verdict could not have been other 
than not guilty.’’ 

Daniel O'Reilly, who, with Mr. Pea- 
body, assumes charge today of Thaw’'s 
interests, was unwilling to say that he 
had superseded the California lawyer, 
as the principal adviser of the defend- 
ant. 

“IT won't talk about that at all.”’ 
said he. “All I want to say is that I 
am still employed by the Thaw family 
in a professional capacity. 

“T have no desire to criticise Mr. Del- 
mas or Mr. Gleason, but the facts are 
that seven important and essential wit- 

esses were not called to testify in 
behalf of the defendant. These wit- 
nesses would have carried out exact- 
ly the statement made by Mr. Gleason 
that Thaw was insane on the night he 
killed White.’ 

It was asserted this morning on what 
was regarded as sound autherity that 
W. M. K. Olcott will again enter the 
Thaw case and will co-operate with the 
lawyers who have sprung suddenly to 
the front.

The testimony given at the Coro- 
ner’s inquest by Althea Green, the ne- 
gress employed as a servant at the 
house, shows that Dr. Blomeyer lay in- 
ert on a bed three hours, knowing {us 
wife had injected a fatal dose of mor- 
phine into herself, and made no effort 
to save her life, although he had the 
ee and strychnine—at 


and. 

“At 6 p. m. Dr. Blomeyer did arouse 
himself and give his wife an injec- 
tion, but it was then too late for that 
recourse to be effective. As a matter 
of fact, she did not have competent 
medical attention until 7:30 p. m., when 
other, pormcians were called in, 

“Tf . Blomeyer were sane, it seems 
to me established beyond doubt that 
he was guilty of criminal negligence.”’ 

Mrs. Alice Blomeyer, the wife, a for- 
mer St. Louls woman, who met Dr. Blo- 
meyer in St. Louis and married him 
after nursing him through an illness af- 
ter his divorce from his first wife, died 
at 9 p. m. Wednesday. The verdict 
of the Coroner's jury was suicide. 

Ignores Suicide Verdict. 

Alexander decided to ignore this. ver- 
dict, after an exhaustive personal exam- 
ination of the negro servant, who said 
that the Blomeyers were quarreling 
when she went to the house Wednesday 
morfing, but that she was afraid to go 
into their room, even when she heard 


Mrs. Blomeyer scream. She called a 
neighbor, Mrs. Susie Cashman, but Mrs. 
Cashman was also afraid to enter the 
room. ’ 

“Finally Mrs. Blomeyer came out her- 
self,’’ the negress told Alexander in the 
presence of a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
‘and told me Dr.-Blomeyer had done 
everything to her but kill her. She 
said she was going to do that herself, 
and she got a revolver, but I took it 
away from her. Then I saw her use 
the morphine, but I did not know then 
what she was doing. 

“She got so much worse that I begzed 
Dr. Blomeyer, who was lying on the 
‘bed in his room, to “do something for 
her or send for’ a doctor, but he told 
“me to: go away. I couldn’t get him to 
do anything until 6 o'clock, when his 
wife became unconscious. 

‘Then I got him out to look at her. 
He gave her two injections, and tele- 
phoned for another doctor, but the other 
man didn’t get to work until about 7:%, 
because when le got there he did not 
have his medicines with him and nad 
to @» back after them.” 

Arnold, father of Mrs. Blo- 
meyer, sent her baiy to St. Louis 
Saturday morning, and placed it in a 
vault pending action against Dr. Blo- 
miayer, He says he is not satisfied with 
the verdict of the Coroner’s jurye He 
has a rooming house at 819 Market 
street, St. Louis. 

Six years ago Dr. Rlomever was ac- 
knowl ed the foremost physician of 
Cape Girardeau.

Inflicted in Accident 
at Table. 





HEAD BUMPED ANOTHER’S 





Bruise Under Eye Followed by 
Swelling and Blood 
Poisoning. 


George P. Lang of 3509 South Second 
street was hurt in a _pinochie game, 
and died at St. Anthony’s Hospital Fri- 
day, two weeks after the peculair ac- 
cident which is believed to have brought 
about the blood poisoning which was 
the direct cause of death. 

Except for its conversationa! possi- 
bilities, pinochle is not considered a 
strenuous game. Compared with the 
football expert and the hunter of griz- 
zlies, the pinochle Player would per- 
haps be classed by President Roosevelt 
as a “‘mollycoddie.”’ Yet even in this 
innocent pastime there iurks the pos- 
sibility of death. 

The accident occurred -at the Colum- 
bia Athletic Club, Zepp and DeKalb 
streets. Lang, his brother-in-law, 
Steve Held and two other men Were at 
play at one of the card tables. 

The dealer, shuffling the double deck 
Which is usea in the game, drochaa « 
card on the floor. Lang and Held 
stooped at the same instant to pick it 
up. Their heads collided with consid- 
erable force. Held’s forehead struck 
Lang just heneath the right eye, 
After a shgnt delay the game was re- 
sumed. The next morning the skin un- 
se apres Gell Be discolored, and 
clore evening the bruise caused 
great pain. pecercne 
two days later his entire face was 
swollen, and he complained of shooting 
pains throughout bis bady. On the ad- 
vice of Dr. A. N. Curtis he was taken 
to St. Anthony’s Hospital. 

There it was found that he was suf- 
fering from malignant blood poisoning, 
which seemed to have its source in the 
bruise under his eye. All efforts to 
check the infection were unavailing. 
The case, according to the statements 
of relatives, was aggravated by the 
fact that he had been afflicted with a 
diseace of the kidneys. for two years, 
and his blood was no. in a condition to 


resist the injury. 

Lang was 36 years old. He is sur- 
vived by his widow and three children, 
all less than 4 years old. He was a 


basket maker.

The Police Board having granted the 
Million Population Club’s request to 
have the police take a census of St.

The impression prevails ‘at. police 
headquarters that all the Million Club 
wants is the population of the city in 
numbers, but it is understood that the 
blanks prepared hy the committee have 
spaces for names, ages addresses, oc- 
cupation and ocher information whith 
goes to make up a complete census ree 
port, such as is furnished uv the Gov- 
‘rnment officials at Washington. 

“Such a task would be a tremendous 
undertaking for the Police Department 
in its prcsent thinned-out condition,”’ 
said a -high police official Saturday 
morning. For some of the policemen 
the work would be easy and they could 
accomplish it’ swiftly, but other patrol- 
men have not the mental qualities to do 
the work in a short time. It would 
take some of the policemen an hour to 
get each fumily’s history. I hope the 
Million Club will compromise with the 
cepertoie to a reasonable exfent on 
this matter,” 

Chief Creecy says he is willing to give 
the Million Club ail the assistance with- 
in his power in getting an accurate re- 
por: of the city’s population. 

“{t is the duty of the’ policemen to 
know the people living on their beats, 
and it will require ligtle if any trouble 
for them to report the names of those 
people, together with information as to 
whether they are adults or minors, The 
police cam gather that information 
while they are walking their beats, 
without neglecting their regular duties,’’ 
said Chief Creecy. ‘‘The report will be 
an accurate one, as the police will make 
& house-to-house canvass. In order to 
prevent duplication, the police would 
»e Instructed not to go to places of 
business. 

‘4 don’t know how long it will take 
to do the work, but it will have to be 
done s8i6W.y, so that the police will 
not be required to neglect the patrolling 
of their beats long at any one time.”’

Regarding the attitude of the Board 
of Educatior toward teachers, residents 
and nonresident, as to the question of 
precedence, Prof. Soldan, Superintend- 
ent of Instruction, made the following 
to a Post-Dispatch report-

“The Board of Education encourages 
and prefers to employ teachers in the 
public schools who are residents of 
St. Louis, and, in particular, graduates 
of the Teachers’ College, but there is 
an average of 100 positions to fill year- 
ly and the average number of grad- 
uates is only 60, leaving 40 positions 
which must be filled from other sources. 

“The graduates from the Teachers 
College are listed according to their 

rsonal records the highest graddcs 
Peading the list. These applicants are 
given precedence over all other appli- 
cants. 

“Owing to a recent shortage of avati- 
able teachers on the waltting lst, we 
were obliged to advance graduates 
from the Teachers’ College before they 
were entitled to appointments. 

“While waiting on our eligible Iist, 
the teachers often take positions where- 
ever they can secure them as they can- 
not afford to wait idly. When their 
contracts expire they are again avail- 
able and are entitied to positions in 
rotation as they are listed. 

“These were the circumstances under 
which the charge was made that ap- 
plicants from out of town had been 
preferred before the Teachers’ Colle 

duates. While some had been teach- 
ng out of town, they were actually 
residents of St. is, and their fam- 
ilies were livi in the city. 

“No age limit has ever been imposed 
upon veteran teachers. As long as 
their work is satisfactory we do not 
discharge them on account of years.”

ilarity between the two Hamlets. 
l‘orbes-Robertson lacks the inner fire 
of that true genius which lighted every 
phase of Booth’s work, and it is in in- 
tellectual power, rather than in sheer 
inspiration, that his Hamlet approaches 
that of the great 
whose death left such an abyssmal vold 
in the dramatic art of his native land. 
Yet, in the Englishman's marvelously 
clear interpretation of the real Ham- 
let's meaning, there was revealed an 
insight of Shakespeare’s intent, an un- 
hesitating acceptance of Hamlet along

me because of the fact that Forbes- 
Robertson’s Hamlet is far and away 
the most melancholy Dane I have ever 
seen. When he first emerges upon the 
stage in the train of his contemned 
bride-mother and hated uncle-father he 
is gloom in the flesh. His face is worn 
and lined with yearning for his dead 
father and with shame for his mother's 
almost immediate forgetfulness of that 
father. His eyes are hopeless in their 
contemplation of life’s empty futility. 
His lips are stamped with the seal of 
the weariness of all living. Only for 
the restraining injunction of the ‘‘canon 
‘gainst self-slaughter,’’ and for a con- 
fessed dread of what may come after 
death, ‘that makes cowards of us all,’’ 
we see at the very beginning, and al- 
ways thence to the story's’ close, that 
this Hamlet would gladly “his quietus 
make with a bare bodkin.”” The breath 
of life is bitter in the drawing. 

Yet. unlike any other Hamlet of my 
seeing, the ‘Wa et of. Forbes-Robert- 
son is made lovable. It is the human- 
ness of last night’s conception of Ham- 
let that accounts for this. Suddenly, 
it seems to me, en audience awakens to 
a strange realization that this Hamlet 
is not a mere abstraction, not simply 
a mouthpiece for the utterance of phil- 
osophic musings on the vanity of hu- 
man existence, but a naturally sweet- 
souled chap whom tragedy has sud- 
denly claimed for its: own. We are 
made to see that he was once joyous 
and companionable with his fellows. 
We becoine impressed—and for the first 
time in my individual experience—with 
the conviction that he really loved 
Ophelia with that true love which a 
young man should feel for a young 
maid. 

A great throb of pity swells in our 
bosoms as we hold his renunctation 
of Ophella, knowing then, as we have 
never known before, that the Serco A 
tion was because of the lofty duty that 
demanded his sacrifice on the shrine of 
a supreme and justified vengeance. We 
see that he loves his mother tenderly. 
and that it is this lové which wrings 
his soul when he must sit in Judgment 
upon her for violation of his fathers 
memory. It is, therefore, an astonish- 
ing, a Hamilet drawn by 
Forbes-Robertson. I venture to say 
that when, at the play's close, we see 
this piteous Prince sitting, dead, upon 
his father's throne and his, a scepter 
in his hand, a crown placed reverently 
upon his knees, the restfulness of long- 
desired deuth settling upon his tired 
face, there is arous@d a tenderer, a 
more human. understanding of Shak- 
speare’s greatest character than any of 
us have ever felt before. 

And this is the mast®r-achlevement of 
Forbes-Robertson's portrayal. 

Gertrude Elilott made a quite accept- 
able Ophelia. The Laertes of Vernon 
Steele was not as strong as I had ex- 
retes from that excellent young player.

Its depositors 
range in age from 2 years to 14. When 
they have reached the latter age they 
graduate from the children’s bank 
and are encouraged to take’ out their 
money and place t in one of the banks 
or trust companies of the city or make 
whatever use is thought best. 
At present the bank has 327 deposit- 
ors. Its banking hours are 3:30 to 5 
o'clock on the afternoons of Tuesdays 
and Thursdays Deposits ara made and 
money drawn in the superintendent's 
room at the Jewish Educational Alli- 
ance Building. 

The cash on hand is $263.50. 

The first graduate of the bank its a 
boy who has gone into business. He 
saved $87 and then went into ‘the bag 
business, by means of which he sup- 
ports himself. 

He attends school in school hours 
and afterwards goes about buying 
fiour bags, potato bags or any other 
kind of bags he can find. These he 
afterwards sells. His is the largest 
single amount kept at the bank. - 

Each little depositor has a purpose 
for which he or she saves. 

One little fellow, who is a good mu- 
Sician, as is his father, is saving his 
money in order that he may have a 
vacation in the country. He ts not 
strong and he willl be unable to con- 
tinue his musical education unless he 
gains strength.

HEA POETAY CAUSE 
~ OF LOVER'S DEATH 


Miss Marion Farber’s Suicide 
Result of His Execution 
in Russia. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, April 13.—Poetry and ar- 
ticles against the Russian government, 
written by Marion Farber, resulted In 
the expulsion of the family from Rus- 
sia, the execution of her sweetheart 
and her ultimate suicide. 

This was brought out in testimony 
given by her father, Moses Farber, at 
the coroner's inquest in Evanston to- 
day. The girl died Thursday night 
after taking poison because of the ex- 
ecution of her sweetheart in Siberia. 

“We lived in Warsaw, Russia, at 
peace with the entire country,” said 
“My Gaughter Marion at- 
tended the University there. She be- 
gan writing poetry and articles against 
the government and we were driven 


out of the country. 


“In a letter written to her by Louis 
Zabroff, her sweetheart, he told her 
that he had been exiled to Siberia and 
was to be shot. ‘I was this morning 
told to make preparations for a long 
journey from which there would be no 
returning,’ he wrote. ‘They are a 
to shoot me without even a trial. 
hope that you. will live to see Russia 
and its murderers crushed. Good-bye, 
Marion.’ 

“My daughter’s life was wrapped up 

Russia and the freedom .of the

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THE PURE MILK CAMPAIGN. 

Mayor McClellan of New York, as a result of a 
campaign for the protection of the people of the 
city, especially the babies, has appointed a com- 
mission of experts to devise plans for this pur- 
pose. 

The influence of the purity of milk on health is 
demonstrated by the statistics showing the, effect 





.|of pasteurization of milk on the children using 
jmilk. Since the establishment of depots for the 


distribution of pasteurized milk in New York, in 
1893, the death rate of children under five years 
has fallen from 96.2 to the thousand to 55 to the 
thousand. The summer mortality has fallen from 
136.1 to 62.7—equivalent to saving the lives of 
11,635 children. 

Think of these figures. What would you not do 
to save the lives of 11,635 children every year it 
you knew their salvation depended upon your 
action? Yet these figures apply to New York 
alone. 


press and supported by medical men and strong 
public opinion, two legislative measures are pend- 
ing: One, introduced in the State Legislature, 
provides for the pasteurizing of the milk supply 
of New York City; the other, in the Board of Al- 
dermen, requires the pasteurizing of all milk hav- 
ing more than 50,000 bacteria to the cubic centi- 
meter and not coming from herds certified by test 
to be free from tuberculosis. 

For three years St. Louis has had a Pure Milk 
Commission, the cost of whose work has been de- 
frayed by voluntary. contributions, chiefly through 
the Free Milk and Ice Fund of the Post-Dispatch. 
The work has done much good by enabling the 
poor people to.obtain pure milk, free to destitute 
applicants and at less than cost to those who can 
afford to pay. The work ought~to be extended. 
It ought to place pure milk within the reach of 
every poor child. The city ought to protect all 
of the milk consumers from impure milk, which 
is nothing more nor less than death-dealing poi- 
son. St. Louis should‘be in the front of the pure 
milk movement. 

One would think that a movement so clearly de- 
signed to save the helpless from disease would 
command universal support. But the greed of un- 
scrupulous milk dealers blocks the path of reform. 
Even some medical men raise objections and sup- 
port the interest of the impure milk trade and the 
undertaker. The campaign must be fought out 
to a successful finish. Public opinion must be en- 
lightened and aroused to demand effective laws 
and their enforcement. |

is astonishing that the courts of two great states 
are called upon to decide the Ownership of one 
poor little incubator mite.

If a “corporation tax” reaches actual capital ac- 

tually moving for results in trade, transportation, 
manufacturing or any line of business useful for 
the community, and not supported by special priv- 
lleges, it violates the principle that. no avoidable 
tax ought,to be laid on the unprivileged activities 
most necessary for the general welfare. 
The argument in support of the corporation tax 
of one-twenty fifth of one per cent on “‘capita) 
stock” recommended by the Governor to the spe- 
cial session of the Missouri Legislature,"is that it 
does. not. appreciably - affect actual capital as a 
probability, and in any case not as a necessity. 

It is assumed that its chief incidence would be, 

not on investment but on exaggeration, not on 
capital itself but on “overcapitalization.” 
r In that case it could always be reduced to its 
minimum by reducing the amount of water in 
s‘ock issued over and above actual, productive in- 
vestment.
